Wherefore, as not by my aſſent,ſo neither by my (ilence,muſt I have 
any hand in the midwifery of ſo monſtrous produdtions,which ſcem 
10 threaten the ruine of theKing,and the ſubverting of all fandamen- 
ral conſtitutions, as to Parliament, Laws and Liberties. Next to the 
betraying and killing of Chriſt was their ſin, who either denied or de- 
ſerted Him, 

The irgpetuous torrent of preſent power having broken all banks 
of ancient legal forms, affairs ſeem now let owt to ſuch general and 
popular diffaſions, that they admit no other reſtraints, but thoſe 
which the common peoples aſſents or diſſents may give to them.

The r#le and ftandard of which(that is humane Faſtice) I think

the publique good, 

In chis point of juſtice T confefle T'am not able torefolyve my 
felf, by any thing yer ſet forth (as to —_— 'of God's or 
Man's Laws;or by your own ſometime dectared Principles)(o as 
in theleaſt kind, to juſtify what- you formerly or- latelys have 
done, withour, and againſt, the mind of the two Houſes of Par- 
liament, Yet I ſee much of Gods lighc-in/ their and' your: dark- 
neſle ; of his. 0rder and Glory in theſe Common Contuſjons. 
--But there are many Perſons of abilities, far beyond mine, who 
4ache point of their Priviledges, are more Perſonally concerned

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t& vindicite and aſfert them, againſt your 'imprefſions by- force 

- "hem z who were undoabtedly thefathers' and fountain of 
your , viver; as Souldiers z and Their Commiſſion, the Limitter, 
as well as Licencer, of your Military Actions, 

What is paſt. upon the Houſes, can only have ſuch a remedy 
and reparation. as Providence ſhall ſee meet to grant. 

That which frikes my Soul with the greateſt horror and aſto- 
niſhment is, how ro reconcile your declared parpoſes againſt the 
King, either with the civil opinion I defire to retain of your Per- 
ſons ; or with that common tenderneſſe and duty, which both. you, 
and my ſelf, ought ro beare toward his Majeſty. . 

The F«#ice you pretend to do againſt him,ſeems to me moſt 
queſtionable, both for the matter or merit, as alſo for the man- 
ner and form of the doing it : Since no power, that I know, hath, 
or can under Heaven,inveſt you with any Aathority,to do what 
you ſeeme to intend. 

The Laws of this Kingdom (I preſume your ſelves confefle, 
and others have evidently evinced) arefully againſt you giving 
no SubjeRs in any Caſe, Judicial power over the life of their 
King, or his Soveraignty. [ 

The Word of God (fo far as he hath given me to underſtand 
it) neither affords any Preccpr, nor commends any example, in 
this kind; to your imitation, but in both is abſolutely againſt you; 
you cannot be ignorant of Davids both Conſciencious and Gene- 
rous reſped# to Sauls ſafety and life, whom he leaves to Gods 
Juſtice: And by no uſarpation of power, ſucceſſe, or oportanities 
of revenge, ſuffers himſelf to be tempted, to prevent the hand 
of God. 

Never any me# in the Church of God, of any name for piety 
and holinefle, are recorded to have done any ſuch AR of vio- 
lence, _—_ their lawfull Kings,ſuch as ours is confeſſed to be: 
Never did Chriſt or his Apoſtles, by praRtice or precept, give the 
leaſt intimation of the will of his Father, as agreeing to what 
B you 
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youdeclare to be:your purpoſes , yea, I am fully perſwaded 5 
»y Soul, that i my Seaview Feſras Chrift were now living 
Earth, he would be utterly agarnft your Councels and et in 
this point ; agreeable to whote moſt holy mind, doctrine and 
example, all Chriſtians, that have truly feared God, have alſo 
honoured their Kings. 

There have beerindeed {ad examples of the violence of pre- 
corian Souldiers, Ianifaries and Mamalukes, ſuch as have tollowed 
a Ceſar or a Scilla, or a Mariss, not knowing the mind of God in 
Chriſt: Bur never of any Chriſtiax Souldiers, living in the power 
of Godlineſle. 

So that you being thus wholy deſtitute of any ſupport from 
God's word or mans. Lawes, either for rule or example, to 
gaine my approbation,to what you meane to perpetrate ina way 
expoſed ro {0 many horrid aggravarions : Truly Thould think it 
not only my infinite ſin, to declare for you-y but evenby my fi- 
lence, to betray you (in other things (poſſibly) gallant men) as 
much as in me lies, to ſo great, and almoſt wnexpiable a fin ; 
where you, being deftirute of any ao ap of right muſt 
needs fin more againſt that cleere light, which: ſhines upon you, 
and againſt your proceedings; wtuch I cannot but intimate to 

you, fince to your Souls I owe and beare a great Charity, next 
to the ſalvation of mine own. | 

Moreover by.my filencein this great Cauſe I ſhould faile of 
thar poor remainder of duty, which yer lies in the laſt point of 
my power, toexpreffe-my allegiance and love'/to my Sowveraign 
Lordand King- ; being one of tis Subjects, and upon whom the 
many Oaths of God doe lye obliging me to deſire, and: in all 

faire wayes to promote, His bath Honoar, and Safety. 

You feem to take the firſtrand greateſt riſe, for the- juſtifica- 
tion. of your proceedings,. from thoſe adyantages of meer naty- 
ra or martial power, which-are in-your. bands: of whiet- you can 
have ao comforr, asany token of Gods gracious and ſpecial fa.

vour to you, (thouth'never ſo proſperous) unleſs you hve b& 
fear before your eyes , which reacherh you to refrain and depart 
from deing evil, by keeping the exerciſe of your power within 
choſe bounds of moral and political good, to which God calls 
you, by his Word, the- Laws of the Land, and more particularly by 
your own derived C#mmiſſton : To all which, not only ric ptime 
ties of Conſcience to God,and Ategiance to the K1nG, but thoſe 
alſo of Honor, Faithfulneſs, Modeſty, and limited Truſt trom 
the Parliament, ſhould oblige yow, as men of frue worth, and ſo- 
ber valour; whoſe wil ſhould never be the meaſure of their pow-
